the Infection from those parts; and being desireous to use all 
proper means to prevent the same. They Sent to Several of the 
Principal Physicians of the Town desiring them to meet with 
them [!36!2.] And to give their Advice upon this Important affair 
Who readily Attended the Select Men, in the Council Chamber, 
Accompanied by Dr. Tufts of Medford, who lately came from 
those parts, having been Employed among the Sick, and conversant 
with them, and had opportunity s to make Inquiry, (relating to the 
nature of the Distemper) of Several Physicians there, gave an 
Account of his observations thereon. 

Upon which the Phj'sicians gave it as their opinion, unanimously, 
That the said Distember was Communicated by means of a bad 
Air, and not by Contagion.

they Sent for Dr. Boylston, who had the Sick Person under his Care 
Who was also of the Opinion that it was the Same Distemper, Where- 
fore the Select men fearing the Consequence Applied to m'. Justice 
Anthony Stoddard, and Samuel Sewell Esq'*, for a Warrant to 
remove the Sick Person, Which they put off till the next day. 
And advised to the Sending a Carpenter, Glazier and other Hands 
to Spectacle Island, to fit up the Hospital there, and to make it 
Comfortable in order to Receive the Sick that might be sent 
thither, if there Should be Occasion there for Which was accord- 
ingly done.
